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With the advent of more affordable color cameras, color is emerging as a first cue for 
detecting face and hands by computer. Skin color is distinct and may be modeled in 
any color space. However, in uncontrolled environments, the color of objects seen by 
a camera may change since camera RGB is influenced by illuminant spectra and 
viewing/lighting geometi 


Color machine vision overlaps both colorimetry instrumentation and gray scale 
machine vision and offers advantages over both. It brings to the field of colorimetry 
pattern recognition capabilities, and color information is much more appropriate than 
gray level information for detecting and classifying objects and surfaces with little 
edginess. New developments in color vision research are based on physical models. 
Using these models in color image analysis we can get simultaneously color and 
geometrical parameters, e.g., shape, texture and roughness of the analyzed scene, 
and information on current illumination. It allows us to utilize complex information 
provided by color machine vision systems in a more efficient way and also apply 
them to more universal tasks. A major problem with color machine vision is that 
during the camera operation the illumination conditions often vary due to numerous 
unexpected reasons. This makes it difficult to obtain stable color features for color 
recognition and measurements under real conditions.
